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Before the Arrival of Admiral Evertſen, it was agreed between the Two Na- 84 
tions, Thar the Hollanders ſhould have the Van-guard, which was in all likely- "*&%g 
hood todo them Honour ; :bur ar the bottom, ro conceal Torrinston's Deitgns, af- 3 
ter they had becn under Sail about 'T'wo or Three Hours, they were obliged ro: 
come to an Anchor, by reaſon of the Foggs and bad Weather: But foon atter 
they perceived the French Fleet ro bear up towards them, withthe Wind at Eaſt. 
Immediately they weighed Anchor, and endeavoured to gain-the Weather-gage, 
which rhey did with thar ftecels, that Torrington gave the Signal for the firſt $ 
Squadron fo kngage, but che French thought fic to retire. The 6, 7 8, and gth. A 
the Two Fleets wete always in view of one another; but in regard the French © 3 
Fleet was much the ſtronger, both for Number and bigneſs of Ships, it was 
judged moſt proper not to fight in the open Sea, and Torrmgten did his part fo 
well, that he avoided engaging till he was come to the Beveſter, which was fa- 
vourable tor his Purpoſe - And there it was that he received the Queen's Orders, 
not to delay Engaging, ifthac Wind and Weather would permit, which was the 
Reaſon that upon the 10th. by break of day, we went to feek the Enemy, who 
expected usin order of Battc], and fo by nine of the Clock, the Engagement be- 
gan between the Blew Squadron of the Freach, and the Van-guard of the Dutch; 
and both fides fired deſperately for T hree Hours rogether, till the French Squa- | 
dron not liking their Enterraifiment, bore away with. all the tack they could 
make, but about one there happened a Calm, which not only prevented the 
Hollanders Purſuit, but put chem into a littie Diſorder; upon which, the French 
(whom the ſame Calm hindred from getting away, were conſtrained to begin 
the Fight again, which laſted till five a Clock in the Evening, with an incredible 
Fury. As for what concerns the Engliſh, moſt certainly, unleſs it were ſome 
few Veſlek that fought againſt Torringtos's Order, the reſt 


did nothing at all: 
So that the maiu Body of the French fell into the Rear of the.Dutch Fleet; fo that 
having fought from Morning till Evening, and having defended themſelves fo 
long againſt ſuch a prodigious Number of the Enemy, that aſſailed them on 
eyety 1ide; they were fo yery much batter'd, that hardly Three were capable of 
making any Defence; which conſtrained them to make their way through the 
French Fleet, and bear away to the Coaſt of England, between Beveſter and Ferly; 
Admiral Frackel, Jean Dick, and Captain Nerthey were lain; the Yreiſlandr ha- 

' Ving loſt all her Maſts, and not being to be towed off by reaſon of the Calm, 
was taken towards the end of the Fight. Admiral Ezertſen gave this Teſtimony "
